Bulletin 124 of December 14 said that effective December 21, 1979, amateurs 
must have their original license or a photocopy in their possession when 
Opera erng an amateur station. 
Bulletin 125 of ‘December. 14 said. ‘that ‘effective ‘January 21 1980, Canadian 
amateurs visiting the U.S. and U.S... hams visiting Canada will no longer need 
a permit to operate within the restrictions of their home country license 
and within the restrictions of their home country's rules and regulations. 


Bulletin 130 of December 19 said the FCC has been directed to consider ex- 
pansion of the Citizens Radio Service up to 27.54 mHz. Also under consider- 
ation is the possible use of VFOs and SSB. In addition, knowlege of FCC 
regulations may be required. Interested persons will have plenty of time to 
comment. . ;

ARRL BULLETINS OF INTEREST: (Hopefully) 

Bulletin 29 of March 11 said: An apparent threat to the amateur band at 
220 mHz has disappeared. On March 10, FCC issued a Third Errata to Docket 
80-1 for a new automated inland waterways communication system. The Errata 
says in pertinent part, quote In paragraph 26 the phrase, 216 to 225 MHz 
band, is changed to read, 216 to 220 MHz, to be consistent with document as 
a whole unguote. No other references to the amateur band appear in the pro- 
posed rulemaking. There appears to be no reason now for amateurs to file 
comments in the opposition to the waterways proposal. 


Bulletin 32 of March 12 said: The FCC has handed down a decision in the 
club, RACES, and military recreation station proceeding, Docket 21135. The 
Commission has decided that it will no longer license any new (repeat new) 
club, RACES or military recreation stations. However, FCC will continue to 
accept applications for renewal and modification of presently licensed sta- 
tions. This decision, in effect, makes the temporary freeze imposed on the 
filing of applications for new club, RACES, and military recreation stations 
a permanent rule. Details will appear in May QST.

W6SCI EXTERNAL DEVIATION CONTROL UNIT MARK I FOR FM TRANSMITTERS 

Walt, W6SCI, says he's listened to enough over-deviated FM signals and 
locked-on carriers to last him the rest of his life if he lives to be 100. 
Being the restless type, Walt has designed an external deviation control 

and inadvertent carrier lock on prevention device which can be home brewed 
to fit any FM transmitter which uses a microphone (HTs included). Walt 

gave us a nice drawing of the unit, but our staff artist~is not available 
for this issue, so we'll try to describe it so that those of use who really 
need it can build our own and get it into operation. Simply, the device 
consists of an 18" boom of aluminum or wood with a dog collar of a size to 
fit the operator's neck affixed to one end and a clamp to hold the mike on 
the other. The mike clamp should be adjustable to slige along the boom so 
that it can be adjusted to hold the mike the proper distance from the oper- 
ator's face to give no more than 5.5 kHz (better 4 kHz) deviation. Any 

more than 5.5 puts the receiver on the repeater into clipping with the re- 
sultant distortion on the output. Walt says that once the set screw on 

the mike clamp is locked at the proper position, DO NOT MOVE IT. The device 
may be used in fixed or mobile operation and requires no external power 
supply. NOTE: If proper dapaeigc are not obtained, remove the mike plug 
from the radio (in the HES, remove the antenna) until you obtain

If you have to hold the mike away 
from your face to reduce deviation, it's time to find where the dev and 
audio gain pots are inside of your rig, and get the settings right. Too 
much audio gain means too much noise from background sources and a miserable 
mobile signal ~- like you were in an open cockpit aircraft. Our thanks 
to Bob, W6NZX, for his personal and professional attention to the well- 
being of the 2M machine. Sure sounds good, Bob. 


We thank all of you who are doing such good missionary work to get several 
of our chronic non-member repeater users into the fold and the club. It - 
just goes to prove that more flies are caught with honey than with vinegar.

ARRL BULLETINS OF INTEREST (Courtesy of N6AT): 

Bulletin 70 of June 26 said: FCC has proposed a rule change which, if 
adopted, would permit amateur television and facsimile on all amateur fre- 
quencies above 3.775 mHz where voice transmissions are currently allowed. 
Bandwidth restricions in Section 97.65 of the rules which presently apply 
to amateur TV below 225 mHz would also apply to the expanded TV and fac- 
simile privileges below 225 mHz. Comments on this proposal, Docket 80 252, 
are due September 22, 1980. Reply comments are due October 22, 1980. De- 
tails will appear in August 1980 QST. 


Bulletin 73 of July 1 said: Petitions to expand the 27 mHz CB band and to 
legalize the widespread unlicensed single sidebad operations between the 
CB band and the amateur 10 meter band were considered by the FCC today. 
The ARRL had filed comments opposing the petitions. Last December, as 
described in March 1980 QST, page 73, the FCC had instructed its Private 
Radio Bureau to prepare a draft Notice of Proposed Rulemaking on the 
subject. At the FCC meeting today, the draft was vigorously opposed by 
Field Operations Bureau because of enforcement and interference problems. 
After extended discussion the Commissioners voted to have prepared a Notice 
of Inguiry seeking answers to many troubling questions before proceeding 
further with this matter. ARRL will file appropriate comments when this

Notice of Inquiry is released. In the meantime, the CB rules and the 
status of the illegal operators remains unchanged. Further developments 
will be reported in QST.

PREFACE 


The early 1930s America was still deep into the terrible depression. 
Herbert C. Hoover was President, and Franklin D. Roosevelt was about to 
be elected to the presidency of our great country. We were a nation of 
48 states. 

Hiram Percy Maxim was President of the American Radio Relay Beagucy 
which he had founded and given its name. San Diego was in the ARRL's 
Pacific Division. The Southwestern Division was in the future. Amateur 
radio was having its problems then as it is now. Imitation broadcasting, 
vaudeville radio entertainers, mysterious interference, municipal ordi- 
nances - the list is endless. 

Amateurs made battery cells from fruit jars, wound their own coils, 
ground crystals on pieces of window glass, using valve grinding compound, 
and made their own variable capacitors. Money was tight, times were lean, 
but the amateur spirit prevailed. This was amateur radio in these early 
times, and it was the common bond that cemented many a friendship then, 
regardless of station in life, just as it does today. 

One~hundred and sixty meters was.a very much-used band. Its use for 
short-range communications made it one of the factors contributing to the 
formation of the Palomar Amateur Radio Club, since the idea of a club was 
discussed frequently there as well as on other phone and CW bands. 

Since the idea of forming a club was being discussed, in July, 1933, 
Art Stewart, W6BOS, wrote a letter to the president of the San Diego 
Radio Amateurs' Association requesting information on the drafting of a 
constitution and by-laws. 

While there were several amateur radio clubs in San Diego at that 
time, none existed in North County. So the seed was planted.

Your club 
dues not only make you a club member, but you also get the SCOPE for a 
full, action-packed year - willy nilly. The SCOPE without the club mem- 
bership is $2.50 per annum (and yes, there are SOME folks who are just 
plain subscribers, believe it or not!). Make checks payable to the 
Palomar Amateur Radio Club and get them to Jim Church at the address’ 
above or at club meeting or flea market. Each gnu or renude member will, 


henceforth, get one picnic raffle ticket upon his (or her) enlistment or 
reenlistment. 


The Palomar Amateur Radio Club owns and operates WR6AII, a 2M FM repeater 
with an input frequency of 146.130 mHz and an output of 146.730 mHz lo- 
cated at about 5,600 feet on Mount Palomar; and a UHF FM repeater with 

an input of 444.424 mHz and an output frequency of 449.425 mHz located 

on Old Baldy between Veesta and San Marcos. Both machines are for ¢lub 
members and occasional transient users. They are carrier operated. 


John Kuivinen, WB6IQS, who is our Repeater Committee Chairman, says that 
the club still needs a tower of 40'-50' in height to get our repeater 
antennas above the trees.

PALOMAR AMATEUR RADIO CLUB HISTORY 
PREFACE (continued) 


Fred Elser, W6GVU, world traveler, finally settled down for a spell in 
the North County community of Carlsbad, quickly becoming acquainted with 
the area's amateurs. Frequent CW and phone schedules on many bands, and 
get-togethers created the desire to form a club. Many, including Fred 
Elser, W6GVU, and Doug Maw, W6DBV, gathered informally at the Radio Ser- 
vice Store of Art Stewart, W6BOS, in Escondido. 


At this time, there were about 60,000 amateurs in the world and 45,000 
of those in the U.S. 20,000 were members of the ARRL. The Southwestern 
Division of the ARRL was new, and its first Director was Charles Blalack, 
W6GG of Yuma. Harry Ambler, W6EOP, was San Diego Section SCM. Almost _ 
everyone built his own transmitter, and few had manufactured receivers. 
QST cost 25¢ a copy and $2.50 per year, and first class mail cost 3¢ to 
post. FCC District 11 was in Los Angeles and exams were given at 9:00 
a.m. on Mondays and Saturdays. Hammurlund advertised the Super Pro 
professional amateur receiver. In the Great Flood of 1936, 14 states 
were visited by one of the most appalling disasters in recorded history, 
.and amateur radio came through gloriously during the 4th week of March. 


Fred Elser, W6GVU, founded the Palomar Amateur Radio Club on 13 February 
1936. Initially the club was known as the Northern San Diego County 
Radio Club, but several months later was changed to the present name. 
The new club started out in Escondido, at the home of Doug Maw, W6DBV, 
who was the first president. Meetings were held in the homes of various 
members, but it was difficult to get around the area, and going from 
Fallbrook to Escondido had to be via Vista and San Marcos and took more 
than an hour. Two lane paved roads were fine - lots weren't paved. 


From 1936 QSTs: John Trent, W6MMZ, handled a 75 word message; and re- 
ported that Walter Woods, W6NCU, was a new ham in Escondido. Bill Mus- 
grove, W6LAP, was a new reporter for the Section; and reported that 
Maurice Eckford, W6NDF, was a new ham in Escondido. The "Shadow", dia- 
thermy QRM was everywhere, and the FCC, which has nearly 500 personnel, 
was discussing fees for radio licenses. The ARRL said that this was a 
very short sighted national policy for amateur radio. Roy Jenkins, W6RB, 
was an Official Relay Station, and George Beal, W6FKT, reported FB at 

a ham meeting. Harry Field, W6LKC, Jack Cornell, W6MMO, Fred Elser, 
W6GVU, and George Beal, W6FKT, were on 1.75 mes. John Trent, W6MMZ, re- 
ported 30 members attended a meeting of the club. Roy Jenkins, W6RB was 
planning on going to 28 mc. He and W6DAN met after eight years and had 
an FB ragchew. John Trent, W6MMZ, built and erected a 90' lattice tower. 
Jack Miller, W6NNH, was a new ham in Vista, and Harry Field had a new 
Breting receiver, while Jack Cornell, W6MMO, had a pair of 10s on 1.75 mc. 
Maurice Eckford, W6NDF, was ORL with Army manuevers, and the club put on 
a fine banquet on May 12th. About 60 attended. The required code speed 
was 13 wpm vice 10, and the Palomar Amateur Radio Club held a picnic at 
Live Oak Park on June 14, with an FB time for all. George Beal, W6FKT, 
reported his new rig working fine, and Mel Bacon, W6NWG, Bill Jago, W6NWI, 
Clint Call, W6O0FT, and Vernon Choate, W60FV, were all licensed in 1936. 
Walt Huckabay, W6JRQ, was in the retail business, a Ben Franklin Variety 
Store, and Ernie Epler, W60UQ was working for an oil company. John Martin, 
W6ECP, was with the Oceanside Police Department, and Franklin Richter, 
W6LFU, was at the gas company. Hank Junge, W6BGL, owned an orange orchard, 
and Jack Williams, W6BLL, was in school. Ralph Culbertson, W6CHV, was at 
the Auto Electric Company servicing Atwater Kent receivers, while Stan 
Estes, W6CYI, had a radio shop in Solana Beach. Walt Schroeder, W6CLT, 
was a plasterer, Harold Ulmer, W6EPM, manufactured radio Eup eet and Roy 
Williamson, W6NXR, repaired radios at home. 


And that's the way it was during the first year of the Palomar Amateur 
Radio Club - 1936. 


Thanks to all those who contributed information for the history. Parti- 
cular thanks to Bob Heitger, WA6KZN, who has done all the "leg work" and 
has put it into a useable form. Harry Field, W6LKC, has been one of Bob's 
best sources of information about the early days of the club. 


We hope to continue to trace the club's history; and to get as much of it 
as possible down on paper for posterity.

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ARRL BULLETINS: Bulletin 105 of Oct. 16 indicates that while the FCC 
plans to advance the date considerably for the use of the new amateur 
bands, amateurs must not use the 10, 18, or 24 mHz bands until FCC issues 
official notification. 


Bulletin 115 of Nov. 6 states that the FCC granted continuation of radio- 
location in the 420-450 mHz band on non-interference basis 


“Bulletin 116 of Nov. 11 indicates that ARRL has petitioned FCC for free- 
dom for amateurs to experiment with digital modes on all bands above 50 
mHz. Thanks to N6AT for bulletin traffic.
